THE 


THE TARANTULA, 


\“An Abstemious Creature That Hae: 


Been Much Maligned. 


The great tarantula of the south- 
western part of the United States, 
like many another poisonous creature 
harn- 
lesa, is much maligned. It is not 
aggressive upon man, nor is it often 
intrusive, though many an old miner 
or prospector has “shaken them out 
of his blankets or boots in the morn- , 
ing.” Strange to say, tarantulas | 
thus dislodged are unusually “the 
size of a saucer.” 

It is often stated that the spider 
frisks about in the sunshine on the 
hot sands of the desert, but in reality 
it avoids sunshine when it is hot and 
remains well down in its burrow in 
the ground. About sundown it comes” 
up to the opening and lies in wait 
just below the surface. It assumes | 
this position whether it desires food 
or wishes only to get a bit of fresh 
air. It does not travel about in 
quest of food even whon hungry, but 
remains quietly in the attitude de- 
scribed, often for hours at a time. 
At the near approach of a caterpillar, 
grasshopper, beetle or almost any 
creature of like size other than ite 
enemy, the wasp, it rushes out and 
seizes it, buf rarely goes farther than 
a few inches from the opening. ., 

Should the prey when first arrested 
simulate death, which often is the 
case, since usually it is not at once 
wounded, the spider, unless it is very 
hungry, remains quiet until the in+ 
sect moves, when the needle pointed 
fangs are thrust into it. By pausing 
it learns the nature of the object 
seized. The spider then retreats witu 
it into its burrow to feast, where the 
prey is ground up by the powerful 
indudibies and the liquid portion, 
upon which the spider subsists, is 
sucked out. One fair sized insect a 
week is sufficient to satisfy its hun- 
ger because of its inactive existence, 
while it can live several months with- 
out food, even when most active, 
provided it has water. The spider 
will fight and destroy its own kind, 
but when equally matched the com- 
batants spar for an advantage and 
rarely clinch unless one relinquishes 
its vigilance, when the other buries 
its fangs in it. It does not relinquish 
its hold until the helpless captive diea 
of paralysis, induced’ by the poisou 
injected. Death results in ten nf 
twenty minutes. There are approx): 
mately seven or eight females to eac'a 
male, The adult males are highty 
energetic and, unlike their phlegma- 
tic mates, cannot be kept long in 
confinement. They wear themselver 
out in ceaseless endeavor to escape 
This striking degree of activity is ar 
essontial attribute, since the female 
live often remote from one anothe 
and take no initiative in the court 
ship.
